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3,000-FOOT PLUNGE 


Passenger 
Dies in 
Plane Lea 


LOS ANGELES, Feb. 29—(UP) 
Robert Strand, 28-year-old war 
veteran and former religious semi- 
nary student, leaped to his death 
Sunday from an airplane 3,000 
feet above the San Fernando Val- 
ley. 

The young university graduate 
from San Francisco hired William 
Probert, co-owner of a private air- 
field, with Movie Actor Andy ,De- 
vine, to take him for a ride. 

“He kept wanting me to climb 
to 5,000 feet,” Probert said. “He 
said he’d never been that high be- 
fore. Then he opened the door and 
tried to jump out.’ 

Probert tried. to stop him and 
they struggled for “what seemed 
like hours” but actually was just 
a few seconds before the pilot had 
to grasp the controls, thereby en- 
abling Strand to jump. 

His body was found hours later 
in a cultivated field. A Bible lay 
near by, and there were some re- 
ligious pamphlets in the coat 
pocket.

JERUSALEM, Feb. 29—(UP)— 
Twenty-eight British soldiers were 
killed and 33 were injured Sun- 
day when three coaches of the 
Cairo-Haifa Express were blown 
up by electrically detonated mines 
in Eastern Palestine.

$4 Billion Income Tax Slash Urged 


By Senate Democrat, Aide To mae 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 29—(INS) 
Ben. Lucas, Democrat, Illinois, as- 
sistant Democratic leader in the 
Upper Chamber, proposed Sunday 
an income tax cut of about four 
billion dollars a year and predict- 
ed that it would pass the Senate 
by “a big majority.” 

Lucas made this forecast as the 
Senate Finance Committee, of 
which he is a member, prepared 
to start 10 days of public hearings 
Monday morning on the Republi. 
can bill. which as passed by* the 
House, would cut income taxes $6.,- 
500,000,000 a year. 

Interest centers on a statement 
by Treasury Secretary Snyder 
which will be read to the commit 
tee at the start of the hearings 
Senators will be watching to see 
whether Snyder leaves an opening 
for administration approval of 41 
tax cut. 

Senate Democratic leaders are 
attempting over the weekend to 

rsuade Snyder and through him 

ident Truman that a tax re. 
duction is politically imperative in 
this Presidential election year. 
Snyder's statement is expected to 
show whether they have succeed- 
ed or failed. 

Snyder is in Miami, Fla.. recu- 
perating from a severe cold. The 
President is vacationing in Florida 
Snyder may make a versonal ap 
*,Pearance before the Finance Com. 
Mittee concludes public hearings 
on March 10. 

The President and Snyder have 
Steadfastiv opposed any tax reduc 
tion which would reduce revenue. 
with Mr. Truman revorted ready 
to veto any such bill. The Presi- 
dent recommended to Congress in 
January a $40 tax cut for individ- 
uals to be paid for by an excess 
profits tax on corporations. This 
proposal has been aban4oned. 

A large number of ‘Democ rats 


in both House and Senate are said 
to be ready to vote to override a 
veto of the tax reduction bill if 
the President sticks to his posi- 
tion. This will depend, 
on the size of the tax cut. 

Senate Republicans 
crats agree that the $6,500,000,000 
reduction approved by the House 
is too large. There is said to be 
no prospect of a tax cut of this 
size passing Congress over a veto. 

Lucas declared that if the tax 
cut included certain provisions and 
were trimmed to around $4,000.- 
000,000 a vear, it would be “very 
difficult” to keep it from becom- 
ing law, regardless of the Presi- 
dent’s position. 

The provisions which he said 
would win greatest support were: 

1. An increase in 
income tax exemption 
to $600 for each taxpayer 
pendent. 

2. Provisidén for income tax split- 
ting by married couples in all 
States to reduce taxes. 

3. Some reduction in the income 
tax rates which would hold the 
over-all tax cut to around $4,000,- 
000,000 a year.

This is a sort dof second chapter on the bi- 
racial forum held recently in the auditorium at 
Spellman College.

‘And Lesser Breeds 
Without the Law’ 


As one who was not born within the confines 
of this area v’e call Dixie, I have always hesi- 
tated to expreft personal opinions on the delicate 

subject of racial relations, between whites and Negroes, in this 
part of the worid. 

On the other hand, I was born in England into a society which 
accepted without question the assumption contained in the words 
of Rudyard Kipling, “and lesser breeds without the law.” As a boy 
and youth, attending an English school, looking upon the world 
from within that Jittle island which for so long considered itself 
the focus of everything important in the world, it seemed axiomatic 
that there are, scattered around, “lesser breeds” of mankind than 
our own proud Anglo-Saxons. 

National conceit, I'll admit. I'll admit more. We rather took 
it for granted, as obvious truth, that all “breeds” other than our 
own were “lesser.” 

Furthermore, I have lived in this South for by far the greater 
portion of my life. I married into a proud old family of South 
Carolina. Even if not born Southern, I have certainly been exposed 
to the Southern idea. 

So, I claim, I can and do understand the Southern position in 
regard to this delicate question of the races which live here side 


by side. 
Perhaps, then, I have acquired the right to say, 
The Tragedy here, that I think the real tragedy of the recent 
Southern eruption over the “civil rights issue,” raised by President 
Truman, is the apparently obvious fact that it has been raised more 
for political purposes than for any true understanding of the issue 
or any genuine concern over any “civil -rights” involved. 
The timing of the presidential pronouncement, in an election 


year, when the cause of the Democratic Party is admittedly rather _ 


desperate, in the national picture, plainly indicates it is a move in- 
tended to lure Negro votes to the Democratic candidates in some 
States which may thus be swung, with their heavy electoral votes, 
into the Democratic column next November. There are several 
such States where a solid Negro vote could well prove the deciding 
factor. 

What is more, I ‘strongly suspect that some of the very vocal 
indignation coming from Southern politicians is largely inspired by 
political considerations on the State or local level. 


It seems to me that the enactment of 
The Wrong Approach Federal laws can have no desirable 
effect upon the civil rights problem as:it affects the Negro. You 
can’t change such a condition, whether you regard it as right or 
as evil, just by passing a law. In such an issue, where emotions 
are so near the surface, attempts to force compliance to such laws 
can only result in aggravating the basic circumstances and lessen- 
ing respect for all] laws. 


-The simple logic of the situation, looking at it in the broad | 


sense, is that American treatment of the Negro as a “lesser breed,” 
a citizen of second-class rating only, cannot be defended. It brands 
this nation as hypocritical in all its world dealings... It makes us 
ridiculous as champions of a democracy that is based upon the the- 
ory of equality of opportunity and of civil rights for all citizens. 

I don’t think any Southerners possessed of any vision at all 
will want to deny that statement. 

No decent citizen can defend lynching. ‘ 

But it will be no easier to secure a verdict of guilty just by sitting 
the jurors in a Federal instead of a State court. 

And any laws such as the FEPC proposal or anti-segregation 
enactments can only be enforced to the degree of willingness of 
the people directly involved. 

Law, as a solution of such a problem, is ridiculous. Time, edu- 
cation and growing sense of brotherhood among all men is the only 
possible answer.

be a war between Russia and the United States?”

What a Southern Revolt May Mean 


WASHINGTON—For the first time, practfeal Southern politicians are talking seriously about the 


system in the South. This js,, of course, the result of the Southern rebellion 


against President “Truman, and more particularly the rebellion’s by-product, the Virginia bill allow- 
ing the State’s representatives in the Electoral College to cast their ballots as they choose. >. 


The resurrection of this antiquated constitu- 
tional device will allow Southerners to express 
both sides of their politically split personalities. 
They will be able to continue to vote as Demo- 
crats, yet to avoid assisting in the election of the 
Democratic Party’s national candidates. 

The trick is simple, and it is already appeal- 
ing to conservative Southerners outside Vir- 
ginia. South Carolina and Mississippi are defi- 
nitely expected to pass bills of their own on the 
Virginia model. This holds out the pretty defi- 
nite likelihood that Truman will lose the 28 Elec- 
toral College votes represented by Virginia. The 
number is not great, compared to the 531-vote 
total of the Electoral College. Yet it is quite 
enough to decide a close election. And it is also 
possible that other Southern States will follow 
the Virginian road. 


Furthermore, even if the present move- 
ment is headed off, and the Southern elec- 
toral votes are in the end all racked up for 
Truman, there are still other dangers to over- . 
come. It has already been published that 
Sen. Harry F. Byrd, after first expressing dis- 
taste, has now become inclined to let his 
name be presented as a presidential candi- 
date. Besides Byrd, moreover, there is Sen. 
Walter F. George, who would command even 
wider Southern support. He is also giving 
signs of willingness to let himself be pro- 
posed to the Democratic Convention. 


As far as the Convention is concerned, the 
Southern strategy will be to send uncommitted 
delegations, and to fight initially for a weasel- 
worded civil rights plank. The President’s po- 


_ litical representatives were at first inclined to 
| concede such a plank in order to pacify the 
' Southern rebels. _But Truman balked at swal- 


lowing every word he had said on the subject of 
civil rights. The Southern Governors were 
turned away empty-handed when they called 
on the Chairman of the Democratic National 
Committee, Sen. J. Howard McGrath. Now, 
therefore, the Southerners are more likely to 


be driven to the second stage of their conven- 


tion plan, which is to nominate George or Byrd 


j 


or both as rivals to Truman. 


Everts are almost certain to intensify the 
South’s itch to make trouble at the Convention, 
and to go through, thereafter, with the Virginia 
scheme for depriving Truman of Southern elec- 
toral votes. The Fair Employment Practices, 
Anti-Lynching and Anti-Poll -Tax Bills will all 
shortly come up for Senate votes. They will 
pass if the Senate applies cloture to halt fili- 
_ busters. 


This year, the election and the temptation 
to make trouble for Truman are powerful 
persuaders to induce these anti-cloture Re- 
publican Senators to change their votes. 
Enough switches are expected among them 
to pass at least the Anti-Poll Tax Bill, prob- 
ably the FEPC, and possibly the Anti-Lynch- 

‘ing Bill. Passage of these three pieces of 
legislation will drive the Southern white 
supremacy shouters to extremes of every 
kind, both of oratory and of action. 


As to the long-range significance of the 
Southern rebellion, that is also pretty obvious, 
The new violence of the white supremacy shout- 
ers has in it a note of fear. Industrialization, 
agricultural diversification and the mechanical 
cotton picker are, in fact, already threatening 
the old Southern order which produced the 
Georges and McKellars, Byrds and Overtons. In 
the House, especially, a sprinkling of progressive 
Southerners has already appeared. 

The Virginia bill returning to-the State’s 
presidential electors the right of free choice 
which the Constitution originally intended for 
them may simply hurt Truman at first. But it 
will also have the long-range effect of sepa- 
rating the forward-looking and backward-look- 
ing Southerners into two different political 
parties. This is really now aimost inevitable 
at last.

The Natural Gas Rate Fight 


WASHINGTON—There are more ways than one to get things done around here, 


as there are more ways than one to skin a cat. 
It has to do, specifically, with the Rizley-Moore Natural Gas Bill.

Something has been said here before about this measure that. was rushed through 
the House one afternoon last session and now is pending before the Senate Inter- 


state Commerce Committee. 


To freshen your recollection, this bill would cost natural gas consumers quite a tidy bit each year 


-—the figure being estimated at $50,000,000 by 
Federal Power Commission experts—by chang- 
ing the basis for fixing gas pipeline rates from 
cost of production to something called “prevail- 
ing field price.” But, further than that and of 
long-time importance, it would hamstring this 
Federal agency—the FPC—set up to protect the 
consumer by forbidding the Commission to go 
into various items of cost that it customarily ex- 
plores in fixing rates. To the average consumer 
this may seem technical, but it would cost him 
money. 


An outcry has gone up from many quarters 
as the story has gotten around about this bill 
—how much it would cost the natural gas 
user, how it would boost still higher the al- 
ready handsome profits ef oil and gas com- 
panies, how this would benefit mostly a few 
big companies, how some of its promoters in 

have connections of one sort and 
another with natural gas and oil. 


Among the protesters is the Conference of 
Mayors, representing Mayors of cities all over 
the country. The Conference went on record 
against the bill at its recent meeting. Mayors are 
fully aware of what the bill would mean to 
householders in their cities. 

Now all this public resentment has frightened 
the Republican leadership of Congress. This is 
an election year, and it might not be politically 
astute to hoist the toll on consumers just now, 
consumers also being voters. Likewise, this 
would hand the Democtats a tailor-made cam- 
paign issue, which President Truman could dra- 
matize by a veto of the bill accompanied by a 
sizzling message. So there’s talk of doctoring 
up the bill so it won’t look so raw, leaving out 
some of its vulnerable provisions, or maybe just 
dropping the whole business for the time being, 
meaning before the election. 

Anyhow, there is another way to get some 
thing done and this has the merit of shifting 


of attitude in the FPC, itself, which could issue 
rulings achieving some of the same results. 

Such an opportunity is open. There is now a 
vacancy on the five-man FPC. For this post 
President Truman has nominated Burton N. 
Behling—assistant to Chairman Nelson Lee 
Smith—who conducted the FPC’s natural gas 
investigation. This nomination, upon which the 
Senate failed to act last session, was resubmitted 
early this session and is now pending before the 
Senate Interstate Commerce Committee. 

Mr. Behling becomes important in this way. 
Two members of FPC, Chairman Smith and Har- 
rington Wimberly, are advocating some changes 
in the 1938 Natural Gas Act through amendments. 
Mr. Behling, who is also for these amendments, 
testified before the Senate Committee that they 
are not “fundamentally different” from the 
changes proposed by the Rizley-Moore bill, 
though Messrs. Smith and Wimberly insist they 
are and that they do not go so far as the Rizley- 
Moore bill. 


If Mr. Behling were confirmed, this would 
mean a 3-2 majority in FPC for the Smith- 
Wimberly position for changes, which pre 
sumably could be made through FPC orders. 
The two other FPC members, Claude L. Dra- 
per and Leland Olds, both veterans of long 
experience, vigorously oppose both the Riz- 
ley-Moore bill and the Smith-Wimberly 
proposals. for amendment. They keep the 
FPC in a 2-2 tie, as presently constituted. 
Mr. Behling’s confirmation would break the 
tie. 


This situation poses a problem for Democrats, 
and with political implications, too. Pressure is 
being brought upon the White House to get out 
from under it, to go the length, if necessary, of 
withdrawing the Behling nomination and sub- 
mitting another name. 

This is one of the matters with which the 
President must concern himself when he returns 
from his vacation.

The market was stil] out of reach for all of us middle-class 
people. 

Through the war years the baby sitter dawned upon us. 

At first it was a 
neighbor boy or girl. Then it became a business. Names 
of reliable sitters were passed through neighborhoods by 
word of mouth advertising. 

Now the baby sitter has become a recognized element 
in every community. Her wages have been listed on 
income tax returns. Some of them even have asserted 
themselves by eloping with husbands or charming wives 
away from their hearthside.

Forty-five thousand children 
in Georgia need speech correc- 
tion. Sixty-five percent of them 
suffer from a simple problem 
called oral inactivity, more than 
half of which could be corrected 
in public schools. 

This situation is already fa- 
miliar to members of the Geor- 
gia Speech Association, which 
for 18 years has been working 
toward a goal of trained. speech 
teachers operating as visiting in- 
structors in certain : circuits 
where correction is indicated. 

The GSA, an auxiliary of the 
Georgia Education Association, 
will meet in Atlanta this week, 
as a subsidiary division of the 
GEA Convention, to consider 
the problem of speech, includ- 
ing stuttering, cerebral palsy, 
aphasia, cleft palate and many 
nervous disorders. : 

Dr. Harold Westlake, Associ- 
ate professor of Audiology of 
Northwestern University, who 
wilt appear Thursday morning 
at the GEA meeting, will make 
two addresses before the Speech 
Association members. 

He will be principal speaker 
at a banquet Friday night at 
Agnes Scott Alumnae House, 
and will appear again at 9:30 a. 
m. Saturday in the Sky Room 
of the Municipal Auditorium 
speaking on the subject, “Speech 
Correction.”
